USE OF GOVERNMENT FOREIGN 
TRADE-SERVICE INCREASING 


Nearly Million Requests for Asist- 
ance HKeceived During Past 
Year. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—A 


record of nearly a million requests 
for assistance for Americayn firms 
engaged in foreign trade is an- 
nounced in the annual report of 
Dr. Julius Klein, director of the 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce of the Department of 
Commerce. This figure for 1922- 
23 is just double that for 1921-22, 
the previous high record. This 
striking increase in the demands 
for services from the Government 
trade promoting bureau in main- 
taining American prosperity and 
in relieving the possible depressive 
influence of surplus farm pred- 
ucts and manufactures, the report 
says. 
“International trade is charac- 
terized now as never beaie by ex- 
and swift? readjust- 
ment,” Director Klein says. ‘Vio- 
lent exchange fluctuations, shifts 
in consumptive capacity and stand- 
ards of living, sudden upsets of 
trade balances, dislocations of old 
trade routes, restrictive commer- 
cial legislation and taxes—all! these 
are now entailing confusing 
changes of vital conecrn to the 
American manufacture and farm- 
er having increasing surpluses to 
sell abroad. These growing com- 
plexities must be followed and 
studied if American meérchants 
and producers are to compete suc- 
cessfully with théir foreign rivals.”

Garner Says It Will Benefit Only

Adding to his general summary 
that the income, tax should be re- 
moved on incomes of $5000 or less, 
and that the surtaxes on larger in- 
comes should remain as they are, 
accompanied by the thet 
the Mellon’ plan is for the benefit 
of the large income taxpayers 
only, Garner suggests relief in 
other ways.

“Most of those people didn’t in- 
tend to let their bills go,” gaid Col- 
lector Koeln. “Many will pay up 
as a result of the suits, without 
trial. People don’t want to be de- 
linquent, but they forget or maybe 
haven’t the money to pay.” 

It is chiefly taxes on personal 
property, rather than on real es- 
tate, that become subject to suits, 
because there is usually no defense 
to a suit and a judgment is a lien 
against real estate which might de- 
prive the owner of his property.

One dangerous practice which I 
have in mind is the illegal use of 
hands.and arms, especially in the 
matter of pulling and obstructing 
an opponent. Nothing is more as- 
gravating or conducive to ill feel- 
ing and foul play as the use of 
hands and arms in holding. The 
rules so explicitly forbid this prac- 
tice that it is difficult to under- 
stand why referees tolerate any in- 
fringement. 


Hands on Shoulders. 


There may be accidental fouling 
of the ball, or accidental tripping, 
but I cannot conceive how a play- 
er, in going up to head a ball, 
could “accidentally” place _ his 
hands on an opponents’ shoulders. 

“Getting away” with such unfair 
tactics leads some players to be- 
lieve that it is permissible. The 
game gets rough and “dirty.” The 
lenient referee, therefore, is re- 
sponsible for a deterioratio: in the 


| game. 


There is actually very little trip- 
ping in our games here, and there- 
fore no real necessity to warn 
against it. 

While on the subject of referees, 
I wish to clear up a point which I 
hnow is causing some confusion. 
When a foul is called against the 
defending team and the place 
where the foul occurred is_ less 
than 10 yards from the goal, the 
defending players should not be 
permitted to crowd around the 
ball. The rule still holds true— 
players must be 10 yarés away 
from the ball, or no closer than 
their own goal line. 


Referees as Instructors. 


To acquaint all players here with 
the soccer rules would be a tedious 
task if managers attemptei to read 
the code to the assembled players. 
Just as in baseball, the boys icarn 
the rules by éxperience. It is there- 
fore very urgent that the referees 
enforce the rules as they are writ- 
ten for young players will attenipt 
anything that is not forbidden by 
the whistle. 

Players and spectators, as well, 
might do well to thoroughly ac- 
quaint themselves with the offside 
rule. For convenience I will quote 
the rule here: 

When a player plays the ball any 
player of the same side who at 
such moment of playing is neater 
to his opponents’ goal-line is out of 
play, and may not touch the ball 
himself, nor in any way whatever 
interfere with an opponent, or with 
the play until the ball bas been 
again played, unless there are at 
such moment of playing at least 
three of his opponents nearer their 
own goal line. A player is not out 
of play when the ball is kicked off 
from goal, WHEN A CORNER 
KICK OR THROW-IN IS TAKES, 
when the ball has been last played 
by an opponent, or when he hin- 
self is within his own half! of the 
field of play when at the moment 
the ball is played by any player of 
the same side. 

The principal point to remember 
is that the®fe must be three oppo- 
nents between the player and the 
opponents’ goal line. Tha excep- 
tions to the rule often cause con- 
fusion, especially among s»ectators 
and perhaps the accompanying dia- 
grams will help to clear up the sit- 
uation.
